Onarge of Heresy Against a ScotcliPro'

^ The report of theFreeCUurchCollogo 
Committee on the case of the Rev. Pro- 
fessor Smith, Alieiilcen, who Imd been 
charged with llie oxprcision of heroli- 
cal views in liij urlicU^ on tlio Bible in 
the iiow GLlition o!' the; ' ' Ivicycloiiuilia," 
has beou issued. Tho rupoil concludes 
»B follows: — "Oil a survey of the whole 
case theCommittee do not tind sufticient 
ground to su})|)C)i't a pi'oco;:? lor heresy. 
The luiiclo dr-fi-inlrf hoiiic i)Obilio!is as to 
thohiatory of J>iblic-:il buok.-i wliiuli in 
point of fact L;tvo freqiiuutly been iis- 
Bociated with the dciiiai of inspiratiou, 
having formed part of theories which 
explain the history of the Bible on i\ 
footing ofexcliiding Divine influcnoe. 
Whether those positionB are well 
grounded isiudced a serious (question, 
and the CoimuitLco have a deep 
sense of the rospon.sibility at- 
taching to the luainte nance of 
them. They cannot profess to 
be surprised that the urtiele, from 
what it contained and what it omitted 
awakened anxiety or created suspicion 
with reference to Professor Smith's 
views of the inspiration of Scripture, 
But, in addition to his character ami 
public ougageniouts, tliC committee are 
bound to draw attention to his declar- 
ations. These declarations of his ad- 
herence to the doctrine regarding the 
Word of &od laid, down in the Con- 
fession oT^aith and in the- Reformed 
Confessions generally, appear to the 
committee to bo clear, decided, and 
hearty. They are glad to he assured 
by Professor Smith that his failh in 
Deuteronomy, as part of tho inspired 
record of revelation, rests on grounds 
apart from his critical conclusions — 
viz., 'on the witness of our Lord and 
the "Testimonium H])iiitu9 Hancti."' 
The question remains, no doubJ, whe- 
ther Professor bmitli has iu:ii[it:iiiietl 
critical opinions which, in their own 
nature, subvert the doctrine he pro- 
fesses. It is in this connection that 
those views of Pi-ofessor Smith came 
into consideration, of which his theory 
of Deuteronomy is the leading iu- 
Btauce. The committee have freely 
stated their view of that theory, that 
it appears liable to objection, and is 
fitted to create apprehension. The 
objection to it is that is asoiibos to the 
author of the book the use of a t!d- 
vice, or, as Profrssor Suiith prefer.s to 
term it, a literaiy foiin, which to 
many thoughtful minds, familiar with 
the subject in all its aspects, appears 
unworthy and inadmissablo in con- 
nection with tho Divine inspiration 
and Divine authority of such a book as 
Doutcrouoniy. The a liprehensions foit 
in connection witli it i:.t!iat the theory of 
an inspired uud nou-deceptivo pcrson- 
. ation will not generally command as- 
sent; and then the udmissicn that the 

■ 'Btatements of the book ro^^ardiiigMoses 
"are not true in tiie obvious sense will 

operate, it may be l-.^ared, in tho 
way of unseating l)flief. Notwith- 
standing, the committee are not pre- 
pared to say that Professor Smith's 
views infer a denial on his part either 
directly of constructively, of tho^doc- 
trine that, in tho books of the Old and 
New Testaments, the revelation of (xod 
and tho declaration of His will, are, 
•committed wholly unto writing,' and 
, that *they are all given by inspiration 
of Gfb^ to be tho rule of faith and life.' 
'•Tho committee lay stress on this, be- 
' " cause the doctrine now refei red is not 
only tho technical ground in tho 
Coufe.-^sion which must regulate oc- 
olesiusticalj)reccdnre,l)ut it is really the 
' yetiBential and fundamenlal auth which 

■ ' itls vital to miuntain. Tiic committee 

gladly recognise i'rofessor Siiiith's 
lii^h character, and express Iheir cor- 
dial seuae of his i^reat learniiigH. All 
the more they lament that an arti(do 
written by him should iiavo given rise 
,, to anxiety and suspicion. They cannot 
• ■wiihliold the espraauion of their opin- 
ion tliat the article, in oijpositioii to 
Professor Smith's avowed inlonlion, is 
of a daugerouH and unsettlm^f ten- 
dency."

The Opposition organ comphiins that 
the revenue for 1870 is only S'-!'.>,;-)V7 in 
excess of that for 1875; but it neglects to 
state that this increase is in the face of a 
decreased sahsidy to the extent of $15,133.

Jas. Kuight, in answer to Mr. McEl- 
men, swore that ho did not see Osborn 
till be l.iiiJed near Sail Spring; did net 
know that ho was iu the canoo; never 
h( ard of any complaint; thero was a meet- 
ing (jf tlie miners at Nanaimo on tho pub- 
li(^ street on Sunday, when a motion was 
carriud that those who wished to go 
should pass to one side by the hotel, and 
til' :h! who wanted to stay should stuud at 
the other. Seven (dected to stay, and a 
number el'^-lL'd to go away; since then I 
!iavi> ascertained that 2(3 persons camo 
down; Ihe.-o asked ivi thoy wore strangers 
(ju the coast, ibat u committee be appoint 
ed to bring them down, and a eomiuiltee 
consiiting of four w«R appointed, vi/,: — 
Kni!:;ht, .'Vdams, Smith and Jenkins; the 
mineTH paid for tho board of thcjo men, 
and als:j paid for tlio hire of the 3 canoes; 
Iho committee were authorized to l>t^y the 
passages of these men, and gavo mo 350(1 
for (hat purpose, and I gave them S^lo 
each on landing in \'ieloria, wdiicli was 
done, with tiio e.\cei)tion ot O.sborn ; this 
arrangement wa.-. hj.^Iw the reciucst of 
tlio majority of tlie mnl strangers; no vio- 
Ii;!H;e Ol- threats w-i.-ro niiule use of that I 
am aware i)t, oitlior at Nauaimo or during 
tilt,' passage; there was nothing to prevent 
Osljorn staying at Nauiiiiuo if be wished; 
Jrl5 was ofi'iirfd him here, if ho needed it; 
ho did not tako the money, but taitl it was 
no use, just to pay his pas.sago, as ho 
W(nild be there wit liout money; -we told 
him that if ho wi.'-liod to go back to Nan- 
aimo he might go back with us, or we 
would pay his passage; Henry Adams 
hoard this; the committee is now prepar- 
ed tj pay Osborn's board, lodging and 
pass.ige to Nanaimo, 

W. Osborn stated— On Sutnrday T wont 
to the miiKi to worl;; wIkmi I got back to 
niY house a <To\vd of about 75 persons as- 
.sembled, and I went out to them and told 
tlieui thut I would not interfere with their 
righ.ts, and promised to bo present at a 
meeting to bn bold by them on Monday, 
but did not atlerid, as on Sunday a crowd 
of about 150 or more ass(!mbled , luul ni.ido 
me walk into Nunainio; i heard several 
threats uttered as to talcing my life ;I havo 
nothing to say against the prisoners, as I 
don't think they were among those who 
throatened. 

Judgo Courtney soid that tliia was per- 
liaijs the most serious case ho had honrii, 
for intimidation was no slight offence; but 
here the jirisonora appeared to havo be- 
haved well in every way, and thero is no 
])i-oof of their having made uro of any 
I 111 eats; they had paid all, with the ei- 
e(!jition of Osborne, 815, and were will- 
ing to pay his oxpensos hero .ind giro him 
a passage back to Nanniim? in tho canoea 
with thom, or p.-vy his passage up, where 
ho felt sure that, as no agroemont nppoar- 
(d to havo boon entered into between 
Messrs. Dunsmuir & Co. and E. W. Od- 
born; and believing also that Messrs. 
Dunsmuir & Co. were honorable men, 
that thoy would not allow Mr. Osborn to 
suH'er any loss. If he hud hurt the feel- 
ings of IMcssrs. Smith, Adains, Knight, 
and Jenkins by coniining thom ho was 
sorry, but had roleascd thom as soon as 
ho was desired, and that thoy now left tlio 
Court witliout any refleotlon ' being oast 
on iheir cliaractcr. • U >' 

Tins decision was received with .great 
applause, and tho Court then adjourned.

LATIVE _ASSEMBLY. 

SECOND SESSION. 

WicD.NSEDAT, Feb. 28. 
The Speaker took the uhair at 2.05. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. Beaven rose to a question of privi- 
lege. He bad had the honor on Monday 
last of asking tin"' lion. Chief C'oinini.s- 
Hioner a qnosti'iii willi rcspeot to ii cortiiin 
Indian rfserviition. hail asked for 

tlio date of the Govoinni^uit ordor re.'ierv- 
ing tho laud, and the Uhii-f Coinmissiouor 
had not furnished the information. 

Hon. Mr. Yernon said it was difiScult 
to know what the hon. gentleman wanted." 
He had shctrn that tUo land was reserved 
by Mr. Beavon, who had written him 
insulting letters ami had alto tilled the 
newspapers with liis clamor. Now, what 
did the hon gontloiiiau want? 

Mr. Beaven said that if there was no 
publioation of tho reservation of theland.s 
in 1871 the reservation was not legal. Ho 
wanted to know what was tho date of the 
reservation in 1S71. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott — The hon. genlleman 
had better give notice in the usual way. 

BEPLT TO THE OOVEBNOIl's SPEECH. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott rosumod thodobate on 
tho reply to tlm si)e(H'h. Ho commonced 
by saying that ilie leader of tho (_)pi)OBi- 
tiou had occupied upward.^ of 2 hours iu 
introducing an amondmont to tho nd- 
dress, which, if carried, would have tho 
effect of defeating tho Ministry and leav- 
ing the railway quQBtion precisely where 
it is now. The Bpeoch of tho hou. leader 
was a long one; but he did not know that 
a long speech was necessarily a good 
speech, anymore than a long man was 
necessarily a good man [laughter.] The 
hon. leader had boxed the compass and 
takeu two hours to tell the House that tho 
Carnarvon Terms wore broken — a fact that 
everyone knew before ho (Mr. Elliott) 
had been accused of tryiufr to brcnk tho 
Carnarvon Terms. He hud never by one 
word or act done so [cheors.] Ho had 
been held responsible for tho act of Hon. 
Mr. Brown when ho signed the written 
jnomoranda to Lord Garuurvon; and for 
his utterances siiico. He had never ap- 
proved of the sentiments then eipressed 
and produced and road, amidst tho cheers 
of the House, a letter written by him to 
Mr. Brown at soon as he (Mr. Elliott) 
became aware that ho had siguod the 
momoranda requesting his resig- 
nation, and Mr. Brown's manly re- 
ply withdrawing from tho Cabinet 
[cheers.] Since that hour Mr. Brown 
had never sat in tho Ministry or 
shaped its policy in any way [cheers.] 
Tha resignation of Mr. Brown had been 
tendered and accepted constitntionallv. 
If he (Mr. Elliott) was to bo hold ro- 
uponsiblo for tho torriblo crimes of Mr. 
Brown, although ho did not dispute his 
right to hold such opinions as he pleas- 
ed, how much more responsible was the 
leader of the Opposition for the oxpres- 
■ioua of Mr. Armstroag. Mr. Armstrong 
bad bean 3 years a member of tho Walk- 
em Government, hnd assisted iu tho ar 
raugement of tho Carnarvon scttlemout, 
and yet he, too, signed tho Westminster 
memoranda. So long as Mr. Armstrong 
enjoyed the sweets of ofiicc ho koiii quiet. 
But tho instant ho left otBce he ex- 
pressed pleasure at the failure of 
the very terms that he assisted 
in arranging [choers.J Tlio only 
objection the hou. ,-;ent!i;man had •.•uised 
to the Minute of the (jovornmont of tho 
Sd June last was to the clause which stat- 
ed that the i.nterests of tho Province 
inigbt be jeopardised if the railway agree- 
ment was not carried out. The resolu- 
tion of the Canadian House that the rail- 
way was not to bo built if thoro was to bo 
an iucreaao of taxation was dealt with by 
tho Minute of tho 3d June, by sayiug that 
wa feared the Dominion Government 
did not intend toproseoute railway work 
unless at its own oonreDienoe; and tho 
Tyf inute want on to ask that the Dominion 
Government be immediately moved to car- 
ry out tho terins of tho settlement. WaH 
there any bauking d(j\vii in that demand ? 
["No, no."] The lion, gontloman said 
that his only obj(:et in moving the amend- 
ment (vas to proHcrvothu Carnarvon term^ 
intact; but in hii amendment he failed to 
point ont a method bow those terms 
might bo host preserved. Clause 2 of tho 
Spocch was not a vory ontliusiastio en- 
dorsement of Lord Carnarvon'H dispatch. 
It did eipresa somo degree of satiafaction 
at the belief that after tho lapse of a sin- 
gle summer railway work would bo com- 
menced [choers.J Ho coiitendad that 
Canadian statosmen had nut carrii.d out 
their agreoraent with this Province; but 
neither h« nor hia dovornmeut had erflr 
uttered a word to olVond ono of those 
Htatesmen. [Choers. J It was a .succes- 
sion of insults tho hon. gentleman 
opposite had offered to the Canadian 
atalosmon that had drAwn down the (ton- 
sure of Jjord Carnarvon (clieors). Tho 
hon. gontloinan ojiposiu? had snid tlist if 
this ainondmfiiit waH cairiod ho would not 
claim their scats; wliat a liurst of n>d and 
blue flre there would bo if their amend- 
ment Trere to be passed and the 
Ministry were to keep their seats, 
(lauglitor) It had been said that a change 
liftil come over tho loader of tho Opposi- 
tiod sinco hia colubratod tiijj to I'^nglaud. 
"Wliethor it was tho distiiiguishod com- 
jiany into which he was drawn at that 
dinnor at Willis,' (a laugh) with a Duko 
on ono side of hiui and a Marcinia on tho 
other, and perhaps a royal princo or two 
there in cuf/, (groat laughter) —well, ho 
had changed, fur in his spooeli ho laughed 
at this Province. Ho ip-ikc of ns as a pal- 
try 10,000 people and of tho scorn with 
which Lord DuUbrin regarded tho deolnra- 
tion in tho Minute of this Qovornraout 
of the 3d of Juno, coming from a mere 
l^andful of people. (Mr. Wftlkem -I nevev 



said it) Tho remark was at least ungrate- 
ful after the ovation ho (Mr. Wulkcin) 
had received at Victoria on hia return 
He had endorsed the report of Thb Ooii- 
ONisT OS correct, and that report repre- 
sented that he would ?ake tho best terms 
we could got. No action or disiiatcli of 
this Government would bear tho con 
Btruction that they wished to put upon it. 
Whatever might bo tho decision of this 
HouBo the Government would bow to it. 
They claimed to have done their duty and 
awaited with confldenco tho decision of 
this Hoase on thoir acts f cheors from nil 
parts of tho House J. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom complained of ap- 
plause iu the galleries. If oheoked on 
one side it ought to be obecked on tho 
other. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that it was 
most unfair to x^ermit one side to applaud 

and chock the other. 

Dr. Ash felt that this was a mo.st im- 
portant discussion, parhaps ono of tho 
most inqiortaut of tho session. All men 
who have rontl those di.->i)atch6s must 
have been struck with the nionnor in 
which all words and acts had been twist- 
ed, and felt sure that if this amendment 
wore passed that the Dominion Govern- 
ment will bo satisfied that they have 
brought about all that they have dosirod 
for tlio latst three years. Ho moved that 
all tho words of the amendment bo struck 
out and also tho paragraph iu the speech, 
and it would then read: "That the 
settlement ho renderod in 1874 imvo been 
found imiiractieablo." (Seeoinicd by Mv. 
W. J3rowii.) This address entirely do 
stroj'ed Lord (Carnarvon's award of 187]. 
We liad a right to claim (liat tho ruihvaj 
eonstruetion shall bo conunciici^il on this 
side at once, for by the Terms both East 
and West were to have been commenced 
at tho same time. 

Mr' W. Brown had much plensuro in 
seconding this amendment as it was n 
question en which British Columbia 
could bo united. Ho did not at all (ip- 
provo of tlieeo jior.sonalitios. Tho ni«in- 
bors nre answerable to tho people and 
not to each man in the House, and trust- 
ed thit every man would take tho amend- 
ment in its true light and vote conscion- 
tionsly on it. 
Dr. Ash's motion was Anally withdrawn. 
Mr. Smith said that he did not wish to 
speak; but when tho leader of the Oppo- 
sition came homo ho (Mr. S.) was the 
only party who voted against wluit lis 
brought back. As far as the amendment 
is concerned ho could not see anything to 
notice in it, and he thought it would have 
been policy of the Opposition to have al- 
lowed this Speech to pass, and then if 
Canada does not commence tho rail- 
way after the delay of a siuglo summer, 
why wo can take up the dispatch. 
Ho tlKJUght that Mr. Walkem might with 
propriety withdraw his amendment. 

Hon Mr. Walkem said that if 23 mem- 
bers voted against the amendment ho 
would not withdraw it, as he wanted it to 
go on tho records of tho House. 

Hon. Sir, Yernon said tho amendmant 
was A slur on Groat Britain. JIo defied 
anyone in this Uousj to say that ho had 
receded from the Carnarvon Terms. 
When I withdrew my amendment last 
session I gave my adherence to tho Car- 
narvon Terms and I believe in the assur- 
ances contained in Lord Carnarvon's di«- 
patch that tho line of railway will bo 
built. As to tho Island lino, I do not 
care if three linos are built on tho Island; 
bnt I do not think that one would pay. If 
the line oomes to Bute Inlet the Island 
line will be built anyhow; but as an in- 
dependent line it would not pay. A stoker, 
an engineer and a guard would answer 
ovory jiurposo. Tho country between 
here and \anaimo would not support a 
line, and most of the coal would come; by 
water to Esquimau. This was his opinion 
of the Island line by itself. As part of 
tho main line it would be built. 

Mr. Pimbury — Do you bring this for- 
ward as your private opinion or as that 
of a Minister V 

Hon. Mr. Vernon — I speak of the Island 
line as a lino by itself and not in connec- 
tion with the main lino. 

Mr. Humphreys asked the Ministry to 
oxpunge tho portion from tho n<klresB 
which eiprc^sod somo Hati^factiQn at tho 
belief of Lord Carnsrvon that railway 
work would bo commenced in tho spring. 
(Capt. Evans, ) tho hon, gaiitlemnu for 
Cariboo, had said he believed there was 
not a member in this House in favor of 
Separation. Would any other him. gon- 
tloman say that? It is tantamount to say- 
ing that if Canaila wilfully ri!j)udiated lior 
railway obligations this Provini!o would 
not secede. [Capt. Evans— That is an- 
other matter]. Would the leader of tho 
Government agree to expunge this clause? 
I Hon. Mr. Elliott replied that the Gov- 
ernment adhered to tho address as it 
stood.] Mr. Humphreys then procended 
to review tho remarks of hon. gentlemen 
in support of tho Speech. [Mr. Fisher 
here repudiated the correctness of a por- 
tion of the Speech attributed to him in 
Th« Colohibt.] Mr. Humphreys said 
he believed the lion, gentlemen had bveu 
misreported on this point, and procdcciod 
to say that if tho people of this Province 
realized tiie moaning of tho last Carnar- 
von dispatch — if they were sure that Cana- 
da refused to build tho railway at all,llioy 
would vote for separation, and bo would 
every man in this House. [Mr. Mara — 
If Canada refuses to build tho raiUvar, of 
course] She does so now ["no, no. "J The 
word "abeyance" meant the iudotinitu 
suspension of our railway contract with 
Canada. Tho squabble about the mean- 
ing of tho word "advance" had lost tho 
Province $250,000 for the drydook. Tho 
word "abeyance" was even more danger- 
ous thsii tho word "advance." 

Mr. Davie said he did not refer to the 
meaning of tho word abeyance when ho 
spoke. What bn referred to was, not tliat 
tho contract itself was in "aboyance," but 
that the performance of tho contract was 
io "abeyance." 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that no 
country had been treated as badly as wo 
had been by Cana'la, and British (..'uhiiu- 
bia should have shaken off tho connection 
with Canada long ago or iiisisloil on tho 
fulldlmcnt of tho treaty. Ho claimoLl that 
his collea^iuo had expressed hiiuHolf in n 
different tone before his oonstitmsuts to 
that which he had adopted yestsrday; m 
had other hon. geutlomen. Mr. Edgar's 
propositions were not ucceplod by the 
tiovornninnt, and the proBout loader of 
the Opposition went to London to de- 
mand a fullilment of the railway torms. 
Ho (Mr. HumphrejsrB) at tho time had ap- 
proved of the mission to England, and 
had seen no reoson to change iiia opinion. 
Lord Cnrnari'on acted us arbitrator ba- 
twoen tho Province and Canada and ho 
cl aimed that this Cjuvornmout had given 
every guarantee of thbir odheronoe to 
tho tprms which Canada had rojoctod. 
Lord DufTorin was given to understaud 
on his arrival that thoro was a division of 
senWment in the Province m to the Ctvr- 



duv witli i\\<' 



the House 



narvon Terni.s, and Lord Carnarvon had 
so fur foigolteu liim.self a.s to offer com- 
pensation lor tho Island lino. Lord Duf- 
ferin had endoaTored to hoodwink the 
people of tho l?rovinee into accepting 
:S75(),()()0 in liou of tho railway. Ho did 
not think that tho jircsent jMinistry would 
over try lo got an island Railway. Tlio 
Walkem Government had pledged this 
country to the carrying ont of tlio Car- 
narvon Terms, and every member of this 
House voted for a memorial to the British 
Govornmont. Tlie Government that in- 
troduced the memorial was> defeated a few 
(lays afterwards, and tho Government that 
Bucccedod them (of which he was one) 
wore bound by that memorial. Ho (Mr. 
Hnmplirevs) put up 11 "dodge" to hud 
out bow his colleagues stood with respect 
to tho roilway. Without violating conli- 
dence ho was bound to state every parti- 
cular with regard to tho opinions of his 
biti! colleagues. He had gravo doubts of 
two of his ouUcaguoH. Ilo started out to 
sound tlioiii and found that two of them 
were ojiposcd to Ishuid railway construc- 
tion, preforring compousation so that part 
of the compensation might be spent on 
the Mainland. A short time afterwards 
bo left the .Mitii.stry. Lord Dufferin lauds 
ill till! Pro, iiii',' uml ho inturviows tho 
GovornnKnit and linds thoro a dill\'ronco 
of sentiment. Ho goes to tho Mainland 
and has thoro an interview with the lato 
President of the Council. Would any 
one believe that the late President of tho 
Countiil did not tell Lord Dufferin he was 
not iu favor nl' llic C u'iiarvon Terms ? At 
Westminster llu^ lulu President of tho 
Council waited on ijurd DulVerin and ox- 
pres-iod "pleasure at tho failure of tho 
Carvarvou Terms." Strip Lord Dulfer- 
in's language of its tinsel and it amounts 
to this: That Canada had actoi dishon- 
estly ( Mr. Mara— State what he did say 
— use his own language.) His language 
meant that in aiKjther year Lord Carnar- 
von would bo out uf ollico and the resiiou- 
sibility of this railway would bo sliifted 
to other .shoulders. [Mr. Fisher objected 
to slighting allusions to tho Crown or its 
representatives.] Mr. Humphreys re- 
fprrod to th^ speeches of Fox who on one 
occasion did precisely what lie (Mr. Hum- 
phreys) waa doing iu<w. Ho did not won- 
der that L'ril IJufferin reported as 
be did wdiim ho found two iiienibors of 
tho iMiiiistiy opposed to tho Carnarvon 
Terms and tho Premier iudifl'orent to 
them. Mr. Humphreys here quoted from 
Lord Carnarvon's dispatches to show that 
tho whole of tho Carnarvon Terms had 
l)t;uu lost through iL division of soiitiiueiit 
ill the Ministry. There could bo no hoiie 
of railway coustnictiou within tho Pro- 
vince Hu loi!g as this Ministry were in 
power. He charged tho hon. gentlemen 
opposite with placing the Province in its 
present deplorable condition. 

My. lOlliott said that ho wished to con- 
tradict ono of nia-.iy niisslatemeuts of tho 
lion, gentlcmaii. No difl'orenco of opin- 
i(jn ev(>r existed in the Cabii;et on iho 
iHiestion a-i to wli(;tiicr wo sh ml I take 
coiuiioiisation for tho Islaud r.iilwiy or 
not [cheers.] 

Mr. Humphreys S'lid that uj) to send- 
ing tho memorial to England tho Ministry 
were a unit. It was after that di'-iMtcii 
was sent that his susiiicinhs were excited. 

Hon. Jlr. Vcriiou uskt^il what remarks 
ho hail niade V 

Mr.Humphreys said ho had taken them 
down iu his book and had the book at 
home. 

Mr. Fisher asked flie lion, artful dogcr 
— ho had iicr.iiowhHlgod that ho put up a 
"dodge" — !i()w long he remained in the 
Miiii-tiy ai;>'r he foiiiul that they weio 
disloyal to tin) C.irnarvuu Terms? 

Mr. llumpiiroys — As soou as my views 
were known I was ignominiously expell- 
ed. [.Ob, and laughter.]

If any good results 
c(jiild shown by the passage of tliis 
uiuiHidiiiciil h". (Mr. .Mara) should like to 
kno'1,'11 wliitt thoy wore | hear. | Tho hou. 
gentleman projoodedto tlnnv that if thoro 
was any exaggerated language iu the dis- 
patchriB tho hon. gontloman (Mr. Walkem) 
w.is to blame, more than any othor metu- 
hor rjf the Hoiisii. The reference of Lord 
(Jarnarvon to exaggerated language ro- 
forreil ns much to the Minute of Council 
of December, 1875, as to that of Juno, 
187-1. The hou. senior niomb.n- for Vic 
toria City had read from JJnnsanl yo.-ter- 
day. There were not many copiiis (jf 
lldiisiird ill vii'toria. Ho had said that 
iMr. Jones of Halifax, had made a re- 
])ndiatioii speech and that tho volume was 
full of similar remarks from hon. members 
of tho House of Oomraons. Ho defied 
him to prodnoe a siiiglo repudiation 
speech from Hansard. Ho (Mr. Mara) 
referred the hon. member to page 873 of 
ILuis(trd where Mr. DeCosmos moved a 
rosolutiou that Sir John JIaodonald was 
pleased to call illogical and long winded. 
Mr. DeOosmoa was asked by friends and 
moraborsof the Province to withdraw the 
rr'solutioii, but he refused to do .so. Sir. 
Beavoii had iiiado and unrair use of Ihin- 
stirtl yesl 'i-'lav and hn (.Mr. Mara) jii-o- 
ooedcd til r 'liil from Sir .lolin Maedouald's 
speoidi oil the oi.'casioii to show that ho 
Sir John said that it remained for the 
member for Halifax to oast the iirst utain 
of repudiation on the honor of Oauada, 
Sir Joliu a.ldnd that ho iiad sat 30 years 
iu Parliament mid had never before heard 
such a jiropositioii (hear.) Sir John con- 
cluded by sj'iyiiig that tho resolution of Mr.

Ue was Rony the hon. goiilloman for Vic- 
toria I"iislrict was not in his scat.

Journals of the House was on amondmont 

to tho address in 1875 challenging tho Car- 
narvon Settlement, which amendment was 
voted for by Mr. Humphreys. So much 
for consi.stency and truth. Ho asked if 
such irritating language as the hon. mem- 
ber for Victoria District liaid used towards 
Canada was likely to bridge over our dilli 
cnltioa. Canadians were not repudiators. 
Tho Dominion Govornmont would not 
reinidiato tlio sacred and solemn obliga- 
tions incurred willi this Provinco(cheers.) 
Caiinda had uovor said she intended to 
po.stpoMo tho railway indofiuitoly. The 
dispatoli of Lord Carnarvon conveyed the 
assuranoo that the railway wonld be oom- 
moncod in tho Spring. The original con- 
tract was incapable of fulfilment; bnt ho 
would not tamely submit to hoar Can- 
adians referred to as rascals and repudia- 
tors (cheers.) If lio were shown that tho 
substitution of tho amendment would has- 
ten tho building of tho Eailway, and ho 
had tho power he would hurl them from 
offico before to-day's sun had sct(ohoors.) 

Dr. Ash moved the adjournment of kho 
Hoiiso, 

Hon. Mr. Walkem .s.iid that tho hon. 
Chief Commissioner had exprossod him- 
Eolf that day in a manner hostile to tho 
opinions of his Province, and proceeded 
to remark upon the extraordinary specta- 
cle of a Housa divided against itself. 

Hon. Mr. Smitlie said the hon. gentlo- 
miin had already spokoii once and could 
not speak a.gaiii, and the llouso did not 
intend to have tho ground gone over again 
by a trick , 

Mr. Walkem asked to have tho words 
taken down. 

Hon. iMr. Smitho said the adjournment 
of the House could not bo moved until 
the adjournment of tho debate had first 
beon carried. He quoted from May to 
support him. 

Hon. i\[r. Walkom oouteuded that ho 
had a right to address the House and 
()uotod precedent. 

Mr. Smith asked if a motion to adjourn 
tho debate or a motion to adjourn tho 
House should come ifp first. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho drew attention to 
paga 309 of May. The adjournment was 
moved by the hon. member for Comox 
who was disquaiiUed, having already 
spoken once. 

Mr. Mara (who was in the Speaker's 
Chair) said that as the hon. gentleman 
who moved the adjournment had already 
spoken he could not move the adjourn- 
ment. 

Dr. Ash moved tho adjournment of tho 
debate till 2 o'clock to-morrow. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said the boo. gentle- 
man had no right to move the adjourn- 
ment.

EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. Walkom continued to speak to tho 
point of order which had beon raised 
when the Houhc adjourned at C o'clock. 

Mr. Speaker decided that a gentleman 
who bad spoken could not move the ad- 
journment. 

Mr. Wiilkom slid, supposing all the 
members had spoken, the sitting must go 
on until they died in their soata. The 
practice that had been hitherto followed 
sh(<uld prevail now. 

Mr. Speaker said there were well es- 
tablished precedents in suiiport of his 
ruling. 

Hon, Mr. Elliott, while raising no ob- 
jection, thought i\ia jiructico of departing 
from well established rules should not be 
adopted. 

Mr. Gallagher, not having spoken, mov- 
ed iho House do now odjourn. 

iSIr. Walkem continued his remarks in 
de|irecation of the courio of the Govern- 
ment. The Chief Commissioner had this 
day made use of language that showed 
the ^Ministry was not a unit on tho Car- 
narvon Terms. Tho hon. gentleman had 
fallen into an Iri^h bog, head and cars 
[laughter.] Ho had said this day the 
value of the Island railway was much 
exaggerated, that the country between 
Naiiaiiiio and Esqnimalt was of so little 
Vrtliio that a potato patch could not bo 
cultivated. [The Chief Commissioner 
said that ho was noi arguing against 
the lino. ] 'The whole thing would bo run, 
if built now, by an engineer, a stoker ami 
a gutud. Ho laughed now, but he would 
not laugh when he faced jjublic opinion. 
This was tho kind of compensation wo 
should get, when one of our own Minis- 
ters had said that thti lino was valuoIoHS, 
He (Mr. W.) was afraid all tho green hud 
not boon left in Ireland. Some of it had 
found its was out to this country, 
[laugbter.] He expected the hou. leader 
of the Government would follow the same 
courso with respect to Mr. Vernou that 
he hud done last Seiitembor with respect 
to Mr. Brown, and ask. him to resign. 

Hon. Mr. N'ernou said th ; hon. gontlo- 
man wa.i twisting his remarks backwardi 
and forwards. His course had been always 
clear. His amendment was withdrawn 
last sassion, and the minute of tho 3rd 
Juno showed what his Bontinieiits on tho 
railway were. His remarks today had been 
directed to tho Island line as ft uon-pay- 
iiig iiiBtitntion [hear. ] If tho Canadian 
( iovernmuiit proposed to build three linos 
on the Island he would support them all 
I cheers.] What he said uas that if the 
line came by Bute Inlot tho Island lino 
must be built as a jiart of the main lino, 
aud tho quicker tho bettor |(dio«rs.J His 
romarkH as to its paying referred to it as 
an indepondent lino. 

Mr. Walkom-If there hadbecn noJissen- 
sion iu tho Cabinet the railway would have 
been started to-morrow — Lord Dufferin 
would hive recommended its oonstruo- 
tion. The address would bo disastrous 
iu its effects if forced through this Hou.so. 
Tho London 6'/n/i(/ard— the organ of the 
British Premier — had applied terms to 
Lord Dufferin with respect to his ni.ssion 
hoto that ho would not repeat. It said he 
hud fomo hero to barter and trade witli a 
few ])rtoplo on tho PaoiQo Coast. Another 
London paper recommeudod that Canada 
should not bo allowed to sneak out of her 
engagements with British Columbia. 
Lord Dufferin had dono us irreparabb 
misohief — not only in the matter of tho 
railway— but had r,dsed the (luostion of 
Indian titles, which might yet bo produo- 
tive of great barm to the Province. If 
measures liko this address were ctrriod, 
wo would bo driven from tho Province. 
Tho streets wero nearly deserted now. 
[Mingled applause and disapprobation 
occurring here in the galleries, tho hop. 
gentleman asked tho Rpoakor to maintain 
order tliuro. ) Mr. Wixlkom procoodod nt 
much Inngth to review tho progress of 
Lord Dulforin through British Columbia 
and his sayings whilo hero. Tho battle 
of the railway \im the battle of the Main- 
land and tho Island, aud all Island mODl- 
bors ought to support his amendment. 
Ho had gained an insight into the oon- 
stituont oloiuonts of that Ministry, and the 
Hon. Chief Oommiisionor now telU ns 



his opinions on the Island railway w( lo 
more abstract ones. 

Dr. Tolmio said ho should not have 
spoken to-night if ho did not wish lo refer 
to the disposition expressed by the last 
speaker towards Canada, which'had been 
held up as utterly unprincipled. Tho 
ruinous war with Canada was to bo 
kept up. The whole of the feeling against 
Canada began in a debating club in Vic- 
toria and bad extended itself over tlni 
city. He deprecated thofo assaults on 
Canada and Canadians, and ho usked if 
Lords Dnllbrin and Carnarvon would 
lend themselves to such duplicity as Mr. 
Wilkem had alleged"? [No, No.] Mr 
Armstrong was in aformerOabinot holding 
views similar to those of Mr. Walkem, and 
ho signed tho address to Lord DolYoriu 
expressing gr.atilication at tho failure of 
tho Carnarvon Terms [liear.] ■ Ho admir- 
ed Mr. Vernon for his candor; Init ho hiul 
not attacked tho Carnarvon Torms. Thcro 
was a diiierence of opinion as to tho East- 
ern policy between the Earl of Bcacons- 
fiold and tho Marquis of Salisbury; but 
tho latter did not resign. [Hear.] Tliero 
was nothing to u))preliend from tho In- 
dians — tho Canatlians had iilwuys dealt 
justly with their tribos — and iio w.is as- 
tonished to hear his hon. friend express 
apprehension on that score. Tho hou. 
gentleman showed from Lord Carnarvon's 
dispatch of the 18th December that an 
olfo'-t was now being niiido to fix on the 
western toruiinus by tli'.i Imperial 
erniiient. We should give tho year's de- 
lay asked. Canada was oppressed with 
caro owing to her cjmmorcial disasters. 
We should contend for our rights to tho 
last. Mr. Blake had said there were good 
harbors between Esquimalt and Nanairao; 
but he was inistakou and he (Dr. Tolmio) 
had taken moans to tell liim so. Ho held 
tho Canadians sliouhl have first found I 
their terminus and then worked into the J 
intorior. 

Mi. Gordon said that be felt he should 
explain to the House and the country the 

vote he intended to give on this question. 

Beforo ho moved the address — before ho 
became a candidate for [lolitical honor.s — 
he had determined his course on this mat- 
ter. Tho amendment assumed that there 
was a Carnarvon settlement. This bo did 
not rocognizo. It was not comiiotent 
under tho B. N. A. Act to effect tho .set- 
tlomont unless it passed through the var- 
ious phases of addresses from this House 
and tho Canadian llouso and an order of 
tho British C!abinet. [Hoar j Innoiilaco 
does Lord Carnarvon refer to tho terms 
as a sottloniont, but as a recommendation. 
These terms rested on a plank — a vory 
weak ono.- 

Mr. Humphreys drew tho hon. geutlo- 
man'aattentiou to Clause -1 of the Carnar- 
von Terms, which said Canada refers to 
tho Terms as a settlement. Those torms 
wore submitted to this House and accojit- 
ed by it. 

Mr. Gordon said tho words were: "the 
sottlemeiit I jiropose," and there was 
no ratilication. Lord Dufferin said tho 
failure of tho Carnarvon Terms revived 
tho original contract. fHear.J Not only 
that, in the dispatch of Lord Carnarvon 
of the ISth Dcc-'iiiber last we woru assur- 
ed the lino would bo built. Ho gathered 
from that dispatch that British Columbia 
was at this moment engaging the serious 
attention of Great Britain, and that our 
rights were safe (cheers ) Continuing to 
read from the B. N. A. Act, the hon. gen- 
tleman said that Lord Carnarvon regret- 
ted our clisappoiutments. Who did not? 
Every man in British Columbia was dis- 
appointed. What were our troubles to 
tlioso of m.iny othorBritisli subjects less 
fortunately situated who if they got u dio- 
patch like this would be ouiy too glad ? 
(Lond cheers.) 

Mr, Smith said ho came to tho House 
as au independent member, and ho in- 
tended to vote according to liis con- 
science. Ho had once contributed to 
voto ono of tho moat honorable men in 
the Province out of olUce on a voto of 
want of confidence and ho wouldn't ro 
poat tho mistake. He would attick the 
Ministry on their measures. Edgar's 
terms wero refused l)y !Mr. Walkom, who 
went to Eii.i<land,aiHl Lord Cai iiai von of- 
fered to arbitrate. He did so, but the 
Esquiniftlt-Naiiaimo railway bill w^as lost 
in tho Canadian Sonata. W(dl, last ses- 
sion wo sent another 2>otitiou homo, and 
tuis was the answer — that one summer 
more and tho road would then be com- 
menced [(dicers]. He was Halislied the 
Carnarvon Terms had failed and he put 
faith iu this dispatch [ cheers]. He had 
nothing to .say against the Island railway, 
but tho navigation between here and Na- 
naimo was good. Theie was no such 
tiling as tho Catnar 7on Terms. The old 
Terms wero intact. 

!Mr. Pinibury si.id that clause 'J. had 
been very fully cx[)laiiiod by ."Mr. Davio, 
and he agreed with his viewK[liear, hear.] 
The amendment he would not voto f( r be- 
cause from tho toiio of the dispatch recei- 
ved from Her Majesty's Government ho 
believed they were moving in the matter, 
and if we voted for this amendment we 
would be throwing doubt on Lord Car- 
narvon's assurance. He believed wo were 
on tho ova of active railway coustruotion 
and he did not believe that clause 2 would 
jeopardise tho commencement of the 
work. 

Mr. Fisher referred to tho "artful 
dodge" of the Ooposition in trying to 
turn out the Ministry on such an amend- 
ment as this. Tho whole debate was a 
(piofition of salary on the part of the Op- 
position [cheers]. He had given this 
Ministry a cordial support; but if tlioy 
wore guilty of any wrong act ho would 
assist iu defeating them. Gould the coun- 
try rely on men who had told us yester- 
day and again to day that thoy did not 
beliovo a rail would be laid in tho Pro- 
vince in ton years ? lie was iitraid there 
was a good deal too much land specula- 
ti(m with regard to this Island railway. He 
voted against the lato G()Vernm(>nt for thoir 
wn-itofnl expoiiditiire oi money in eon- 
noctiou with the gravin„'dock, nor would 
ho say anything about eomniis'-ions on 
cement a..d machinery and how thoy 
wore divided iu London [cheers) Sinco 
Coiifedoraliou real estalo had improved 
in value in this uoighborhooil. Ho ridi 
ouled tho idea of Separation and showed 
that beforo Coufodoralion the senior 
member for A'ietoria who now wanted to 
seinirato was seci'otary of the Confiidora- 
tion League. Tiie (.!.irnarvon award was 
simply a reoomiuendation subniitted to 
the Canadian Qovernmeiit, and the old 
terms wore still intact. He beliovcd this 
amondmont if passed wonid do harm — 
that it would alienate liOril (!arimrvoii 
entirely. In referring to tho remarks of 
Mr. Walkem rciiicctiug iMr. Vernon, Mr. 
Fisher said that ho could not understand 
an honorable member being held up to 
soora and Hdionls in quo breath nod oom- 
raonded ai a'gentlomiin ' of honor in the 
noxt. The "aboynnco" did not mean indo- 
Ihiitoly postponed. He boliovoil that oven 
now the Canadian Govornmont wore pre-

Mr. Gallagher said he wasinstructed to 
support tho Carnarvon Torms, and ho 
thought to-night that ho sliould say if ho 
beliovcd tho clause in tho luMro.ss iinvoi fl- 
ed tho.-:o torms.orif tiioamoLnlinent would 
secure them he would voto for the latter. 
Ill) did not think tho amouament would 
elVoet tho object, nor did ho consider that 
by voting for the address he imperilled 
tho torms. Ho would, therefore, voto 
with the Government [loud chejrs.] 

Mr. Milby said be couU't see iiotluug in 
tbo amendment that would udvaiice tho 
interests of the counlry (cheers.] Ho was 
surprised at tho por.ioiuu remarks of hon. 
mombors, and thought thoy should have 
dealt with measures not men [oheers.J 
Somo had said the luihv.ay would ne- 
ver be built, and if that wero tho ca.^o, 
Burely_one short summer's waiting would 
prove it. Next Spring wo should know 
tho intentions of CaiiiiJii. [Hear.] It 
would 1)0 much better to biivo tho lino 
located til st before being commenced, or 
we might see the mistakes of the Howe 
Sound trail repented. [Choers.] As re- 
gards tho Chief Commissioner, he believ- 
ed it to be quite possible for him to enter- 
tain private views as to tho islandliiie not 
paying aud still do his duty by tho coun- 
try in a nianiior that would compel it to 
exclaim ••Well done, thou good and faith- 
ful servant." (Cheors.) As to tho mean- 
ing of the word '•abeyance" Mr. Davie 
had exphiined it lo his satisfaction and he • 
was satisfied it did not moan no railway. 
(Loud cboerj.) 

Mr. (.rallagher hero nskod leave tj with- 
drtiw his motion for an luljouinnient. 

Objection was made to tho withdrawal 
and Qt ono o'clock this morning Mr. Ilnm- 
phroys began a speocli on tho address. 

At 20 minutes to 2 IMr. Humphreys sab 
down, and was followed by Dr* Ash. 

A great uproar took iilaoo, amidst which ■ 
the House adjourned till Li o'clock in the 
afternoon. 



A Palsb Pbophet.— Speaking in tlm 
Ottawa House on tho 9th February, Mr. 
DeCosmos said — "Catiad.i had got the 
Province in«o debt luid bad broken her 
idedgo towards it, and in a few days wbon 
the Legislature of the Province met it 
would ask tho imperial Parliament to use 
its jjower to reloato it from its j)romises 
to tho Dcuinion." The Loader of liie 
Opposition in the Local Houso took the 
earlie.-.t opportunity to ox[ii\si his .li-ap- 
proval of tho se[),iratioii cry; and evcrv 
mcinbor on both •ides has ro-echoed Ihyiu.
